Black belt master teaches a lesson

Discipline and respect. 
Qualities that enhance the 
chance for success. 

These are just two of the 
key ingredients used in the 
art of Karate - two ingre- 
dients that could save the life 
of an individual trained in the 
martial art. 

‘ ‘ Karate is a sport designed 
to teach respect and values,” 
said Burt Maben, head in- 
structor of karate in Romu- 
lus. “It’s a good, clean family 
exercise.” 

Maben has been teaching 
karate for two years. He is a . 
3rd Degree Black Belt and is 
currently rated number one 
in the Midwest in mens’ mid-

dle-weight fighting by the 
National Black Belt League. 

He is also currently rated 
first regionally and fourth 
nationally in Black Belt fight- 
ing by the North American 
Sport Karate Association and 
is a former U.S. champion in 
the sport. 


The 29-year-old Detroit re- 
sident first began learning 
karate 10 years ago as a form 
of self-defense. 

“Now I do it for the fun,” he 
said. “There’s nothing like 
karate to relieve the stress 
and to keep in shape.” 

He practices almost every 
day and enjoys teaching his 
techniques to others. 

“I teach a mix between the 
basics of karate and the de- 
velopment of a strong mind 
and body,” Maben said. “I in- 
still discipline in my students 
and teach them to respect 
their values and to have a 
good outlook on life." 

And although he teaches 
self-defense, he also teaches 
his students to avoid conflict. 


“If you have confidence in 
yourself, if you respect 
others, you realize that con- 
flict is not always necessary. 
Discipline is the key, and I 
make sure my students know 
what that word means by the 
time they’ve finished with 
my class.” 

Although summer karate 
classes are coming to an end 
in Romulus, Maben would 
like to urge residents to sign 
up for fall classes which 
should begin in mid- 
September.

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New attendance policy should 
keep kids in school this year

As Romulus students step 
through the school doors this 
year, they may be suprised to 
learn that missing 10 days per 
semester is no longer allowed. 

A new attendance policy will 
be in effect this year which 
states that kids must be in 
school every school day. 

“The Board of Education got 
together with our partners and 
business and learned that chil- 
dren right out of school don’t 
have the proper attitude when 
it comes to work ethics,” said 
Michael Teasdale. assistant 
principal of Romulus Senior 
High. "They were missing 
days for poor reasons, and we 
believe it may be because 
school rules were far too le- 
nient 


That has now changed. And 
those still trying to get away 
with it may see their absentee- 
ism reflected in their grades, 
according to Daniel Hurst, also 
an assistant principal for the 
high school. 

“If students aren’t there to 
participate, they simply won’t 
be able to get the work accom- 
plished and it will eventually 
effect their grade,” he said. “If 
their absenteeism is excessive, 
they will not pass." 

School will begin this year 
Sept. 4 as students come in for 
one-half day. Full-day sessions 
will begin Sept 5 for Romulus 
Senior and Junior Highs and 
the six elementary schools. 

Sure, it may be a solemn 
occasion for some, but with 
new technology being brought 
to some classrooms, it could 
also be a welcome relief

Stabbing suspect 
sought nationwide

A nationwide search will 
soon begin for a suspect in- 
volved in the Feb. 5 killing of 
Northwest Flight Attendent 
Nancy J. Ludwig. 

Teamsters local 2757 
announced Tuesday that in- 
formation on the case will be 
distributed to the more than 2 
million members of the Teams- 
ters Union nationwide. They 
also added an additional 
$30,000 to current $50,000 re- 
ward, bringing the total to 
$80,000. 

“The victim’s husband, 

Arthur Ludwig, requested our 
help, and we hope our efforts 
lead to the arrest of a suspect,” 
said JoAnne Cox, office mana- 
ger with local 2757. “We’d hate 
to see this incident just die 
down and we hope our efforts 
prevent that from happening.” 

“I think it’s wonderful to 
have 2 million people helping 
me search for the man who kil- 
led my wife,” Ludwig said. "It 
makes my job a lot easier.”

Pregnant woman 
is gunshot victim 


ing with composites of possible 
suspects. They are looking for 
a white male, 5-feet-9-inches to 
5-feet-l 1-inches tall, weighing 
140 to 155 pounds. He was re- 
ported as having light brown or 
dishwater hair, and may have 
been wearing glasses. 

The suspect was last seen in 
the hotel parking lot entering a 
1978 to 1980 light brown or 
bronze Chevrolet Monte Carlo 
in good condition with white 
license plates. 

According to police, the 
layover in Detroit was not a 
regular route for Ludwig. In 
fact, this was only the second 
Detroit layover for her during 
her 15 years as a flight atten- 
dent, they said. 

Ludwig was found dead in 
her hotel room around noon on 
Feb. 25 by a housekeeper at the 
Inn. 

The Wayne County medical 
examiner stated that she died 
after her throat was cut. 
According to police, she was 
also sexually assaulted.

Efforts to apprehend a gun- 
man who shot a 24-year-old pre- 
gnant woman in Van Buren 
Township are being extended 
outside the township borders. 

A composite picture of the 
suspect is being distributed to 
the Romulus Police Depart- 
ment as well as other Wayne 
County communities, but was 
not available at press time. 

The victim, Leigh Rose of 
Van Buren Township, had 
parked her car at the Harbour 
Club Ltd. complex at approx- 
imately 5 p.m. Aug. 22 when a 
lone male approached her de- 
manding money. Rose refused 
to give money to the armed 
man, and attempted to escape 
from him on foot. At that point, 
the armed man shot the victim 
once and fled from the scene in 


an unknown direction, accord- 
ing to police reports of the inci- 
dent. 

The shooting victim man- 
aged to reach the golf course, 
which is adjacent to the apart- 
ment complex, and called for 
aid. Van Buren Township Pub- 
lic Safety officers responded to 
a report of the shooting at 5: 15 
p.m., and the victim was con- 
veyed to St. Joseph’s Hospital, 
Ann Arbor, where she was re- 
ported to be in fair condition. 

Police officers are seeking a 
black male in his mid-30s in 
connection with the attempted 
armed robbery and shooting. 
The suspect is reported to be 
6-feet-tall with a medium build 
and dark complexion. He wore 
glasses and may have had a 
moustache. 


Bond proposals to 
appear on ballot

Romulus officials have 
agreed to include two bond 
proposals on the ballots in the 
November general election. 

Residents will be asked to 
approve bond issues in a total 
of 1.51 mills for road repair and 
storm drain improvement. 

A mill is $1 for every $1,000 of 
the State Equalized Value of 
the home. The SEV is equive- 
lant to one-half of the market 
value of the home. 

"Among the more prominent 
concerns voiced by our citizens 
continues to be the matter of 
roads, their improvement, 
maintenance and replace- 
ment,” said Mayor Beverly 
McAnally. “The city does not 
have sufficient resources to 
meet the growing needs of our 
system." 

“We are also under a federal 
court mandate instituted by the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency to comply with several 
requirements regarding infil- 
tration into the sanitary sewer 
and storm water management 


In general, sump pumps, roof 
drains, ditches, street drains, 
etc. Again, the city does not 
have funds to cope with the 
enormous costs associated 
with compliance." 

Because of these points, the 
bond issues should be placed on 
the ballot, McAnally said 
Council members agreed. 

"We need some form of fi- 
nance to repair our roads that 
were built years ago and need 
to be updated." said Council 
man Jimmie Raspberry. 

"This is an opportunity for 
the people to make a decision if 
they really want to put the 
effort in to doing it.” said Coun- 
cilman Russell Lambert. 

As far as the drainage sys- 
tem goes, ”... it is essential 
with improvement of the 
roads,” McAnally said. "If the 
drains are not repaired, the 
roads will not hold up.” 

The street bond proposition 
is for a total of 1.10 mills The 
proposal asks if the city shall 
borrow the sum of not to exceed 
$8 million for the purpose of 
paying costs of construction,

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8-year-old boy 
killed on bike 


A Romulus man may be 
charged in the death of an 8- 
year-old boy in an incident 
which occured last Friday. 

The boy, Timmie Farkus was 
struck and killed by the motor- 
cyclist at about 12:50 p.m. on 
LeRoy Street. 

The cyclist, a 19-year old resi- 
dent of Wild Fox Court, was 
traveling eastbound on LeRoy 
near Stover at a high rate of 
speed when he struck the child, 
who had entered the street rid- 
ing his bicycle, according to 
police. 

They said Farkus was thrown 
100 to 150 feet from the point of 
impact and was pronounced 
dead on the scene. 

The cyclist was transported 
by emergency vehicle to Anna- 
polis Hospital where he was tre- 
ated and released. 

Romulus police are con- 
tinuing their investigation into 
the incident. The cyclist could 
be charged and arraigned this 
week on the charges of negli- 
gent homicide or manslaughter 
with a motor vehicle if evidence 
is sufficient. 


Police seek 2 
in armed robbery 

An armed robbery occurred 
Sunday night at a Romulus gas 
station in the 29000 block of 
Ecorse Road. 

According to police, at about 
9:20 p.m., two men approached 
the lone male attendent. One 
suspect, described as a black 
male, 5-foot-7-inches in height 
with a stocky build, grabbed the 
employee by the shirt, inform- 
ing him that it was a holdup. 

The other suspect, a black 6- 
foot-l-inch male with a medium 
6uild, pulled a silver-colored 
hand gun from his shirt, point- 
ing it at the man, police said. 

The attendent was then told to 
lay on the floor, and to not look 
at the suspects, according to 
police. They proceeded to re- 
move the drawer from the cash 
register, taking the money and 
some of the change. 

: Their vehicle was described 
as a newer blue full-size Chevor- 
;fet van with custom windows, 
police said. There were no wit- 
nesses. 

The incident is under inves- 
tigation.

"I realize it’s important to 
have this major airport to fill 
the needs of the country and 
that the airport is the hub of 
industry for our city, but I’m 
tired of them taking land un- 
justly out from underneath 
us,” he said. 

‘‘Some people who have 
lived in this city longer than 
I’ve lived are being told to 
move willingly or the land 
will be taken anyway, and 
I’m tired of seeing no alterna- 
tives.” 

He said that if expansion 
continues in this way, the re- 
sidential value within the 
city will collapse and people 
will either be bought out of 
house and home or their 
property value will depreci- 
ate because of the noise level . 

Banks 
pushes for 
interests

Mary Ann Banks served as 
mayor pro tem for Romulus 
from 1977 to 1989 and intends 
to use her experience to work 
toward the best interests of 
the citizens of Romulus. 

First on her list of priori- 
ties if elected to council is to 
continue a program for ordi- 
nance enforcement. 

‘‘Ordinance enforcement 
is a never-ending job and 
there are many situations 
where ordinances are being 
ignored. For example, many 
people are parking commer- 
cial vehicles in residential 
areas for long periods of time 
and it just doesn’t look good,” 
she said. “I’m not knocking 
our ordinance department 
but I’d like to take a better 
look at what programs could 
be implemented to enforce 
the city rules to make our city 
look the best it possibly can.” 

She would also like to see 
what she can do about the 
loss of property and displace- 
ment of citizens due to air- 


Without question, some- 
thing has to be done about it. 
he said. 

“We have to keep in better 
contact with Wayne County 
so that we can see what’s 
going to be upcoming, and we 
can put our two cents in in 
time,” Lambertsaid. “There 
have to be alternatives and a 
little more give and take on 
the part of the county.” 

If re-elected, Lambert 
would also like to fight to get 
shopping malls placed within 
the city. He realizes that if 
more people come to the city 
to live, this just might be a 
possibility and would like to 
push for residential growth. 

“I think the city needs to 
come up with some type of 
plan to work with area de- 
velopers to get subdivisions 
and homes put in the vacant 
residential land we now pos- 
sess,” he said. “If we give 
them a break on the cost, we 
could get more residents in 
the city and that could even- 
tually bring in more com- 
mercial growth. It would en- 
courage trade and benefit the 
people at the same time.” 

Lambert also supports re- 
cycling efforts within the city 
although he thinks Romulus 
jumped on the bandwagon 
way too late. 

“If the pilgrims who land- 
ed on Plymouth Rock could 
see what we’ve done to our 
land, they’d turn over in their

port expansion. 

“Unlike San Diego or New 
York, we’re a small city with 
a very large airport which is 
taking away taxable land and 
giving us nothing in return,” 
Banks said. 

"If elected, I’d like to look 
into legislation that would 
cover our unique airport 
situation so that we can get 
some kind of a tax break and 
we’ll stop losing residents 
that are being given no 
choice but to move.” 

Along those lines, Banks 
would also intends to encour- 
age housing development.

graves,” Lambert said. 
“Romulus only began their 
program of recycling be- 
cause Wayne County said 
they had to, but at least it was 
begun.” 

Lambert has been a Romu- 
lus area resident for about 40 
years. He resigned from the 
Romulus Fire Department 
and is currently working as a 
foreman and journeyman 
carpenter. He has been in- 
volved in Little League for 
the past 10 years and teaches 
hunter safety for the Romu- 
lus Police Department. 

When asked why he wants 
to serve on the city council 
for another term, Lambert 
explained, “I want to con- 
tinue extending my efforts to 
work for the people of Romu- 
lus, and to do all I can to help 
those who call on me.” 

and plans to really listen to 
the citizens to take care of 
their overall interests. 

“Romulus is a great place 
to live and I want to keep it 
that way,” she said. 

She intends to encourage 
recycling and would like to 
see a program of curbside re- 
cycling begin. 

“I think a lot more people 
would recycle if it was made 
as easy as possible and curb- 
side pick-up could be the 
answer,” she said.

“As a resident, I should be 
and am concerned about the 
needs of the residents and ab- 
out what goes on here,” 
Banks said. “I would like to 
use my experience and in- 
terest to do what I can to take 
care of my fellow citizens and 
to make Romulus a better 
place to live and work.”

Phone scam riles 
Romulus firemen

Romulus Fire Department 
officials are steamed about re- 
cent unauthorized phone soli- 
citation in which they are being 
misrepresented. 

“I have had several calls 
from Romulus residents 
asking what the donations will 
be used for and I have to tell 
them that we aren't even 
asking for donations," said 
William Greenslait, Romulus 
fire chief. "The Michigan Asso- 
ciation of Firefighters has no- 
thing to do with us, and their 
solicitation is just a ploy to get 
money . ' ’ 

He said that members of that 
association have been told that 
they are not authorized to call 
residents of Romulus to ask for 
money. They are currently 
soliciting for sponsorship of $25 
and up. 

“Our solicitors are told that 
they cannot misrepresent 
themselves so the public is 
aware of where there money is 
going,” said Thomas Jankows- 
ki, executive director of the 
Michigan Association of Fire- 
fighters. 

He said the money collected 
will be going toward a "Learn 


Not to Burn” program de- 
signed to educate school chil- 
dren. and toward publication of 
newsletters and magazines 
telling what’s going on in the 
firefighting world. 

When asked when Romulus 
children could expect to see 
“Learn Not to Burn.” he re- 
plied, “I’m not sure if the prog- 
ram has gotten to the Romulus 
school system yet." 

When asked which residents 
receive copies of the newslet- 
ters and other publications, he 
said, "We send those to the fire- 
fighters in the area.” 

True enough, according to 
Greenslait. 

"We receive about 20 copies 
of a magazine called Flash- 
point bi-monthly, and there 
were a few articles about what 
some area firefighters are 
doing, but most of the articles 
deal with such issues as seat- 
belt safety,” Greenslait said. 
“The magazine is of no import- 
ance to our business - it’s just a 
scam to get money.” 

He would like to urge anyone 
receiving questionable calls re- 
garding donations to call him 
at 941-8585 for confirmation be- 
fore promising any money.

THE CITY OF ROMULUS, WAYNE COUNTY, MICHIGAN DOES 
HEREBY ORDAIN: 

Section 1: Short Title: This ordinance shall be known and cited as the 
amended City Stopping, Standing and Parking Ordinance. 
Section 2: Chapter 35 is hereby amended by the addition of the following 
paragraph: 

Parking Facility: Section 35-621(2) and Section 35-629 of the 
City of Romulus Code of Ordinances are hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

Section 35-621(2) Class II. Motor vehicle parking facilities that 
are maintained and operated by any person in the city in connec- 
tion with and for the benefit of patrons or customers of any 
establishment, store, theater, amusement, dance hall, apartment, 
hotel or other business or enterprise shall not be considered a 
parking lot under the licensing provisions of this division. The 
parking facilities of Hotels and Motels shall not be considered as 
a parking lot under the licensing provisions of this division only 
as to those guests or patrons who are registered and actually 
present on the premises, or for each 24 hour period while such a 
patron or guest is registered as residing on the premises. Any 
other such parking is prohibited unless such Hotel or Motel has 
received separate licensure as provided under Section 35.65 1 and 
has complied with all zoning and building ordinances and regu- 
lations. 

Section 35-629. Rates. No parking facility licensee shall charge 
rates in excess of those set forth in his application for a license 
unless and until he has notified the City Clerk in writing of the 
change and posted signs showing the increase. Further, all licen- 
sees shall be imputed to charge the minimum rate as established 
by City Council resolution for the collection of all taxes and 
surcharges applicable to parking facilities. Such a rate, as is 
established by resolution of the City Council, is not intended to 
be the rate which licensees must charge for the use of their parking 
facilities, but merely represents the minimum rate at which all 
applicable taxes and surcharges would be applied and payable. 
By way of example, if the rate by Council resolution is set at S2.00 
and the applicable taxes and surcharges arc 30%, then the amount 
payable would be $.60. 

Section 3: REPEAL OF CONFLICTING PROVISIONS 

All resolutions, ordinances or parts thereof in conflict with the 
provisions of this ordinance arc to the extent of such conflict, 
hereby repealed. 

Section 4: SEVERABILITY 

Should any clause, section or provision of this ordinance be 
declared invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, the same 
shall not affect the validity of the ordinance as a whole, or any 
part thereof, other than the part so declared to be invalid.

This ordinance shall become effective immediately upon publi- 
cation in the official newspaper.
